When 
he: was born Sir Joshua Reynolds 
was painting Mra, Siddons, and he 
died in the year ‘in which Swin- 
burne published “Atalanta In Caly- 
don.” wi i 

The English people are tenacious 
of historical memories, and we Hke 
our history in a personal form (says 
John Buchan in the “Sunday 
Chronicle”). To have known a 
man who had known a man whose 
father fought at Minden seems to 
annihilate time and. make the past 
live freshly in our imagination. 

There are certain lives which are 
Ike bridges, apanning a gap which 
in cold retrospect ‘seems unbe- 
lievably great.. They make us feel 
the continuity of history, and 
through them we link hands with 
forgotten generations, eos 


Countess's Span, 

Such lives need not be specially 
long. A centenarian in the Shet- 
lands or Connemara gives us no 
thrill, for he.is spending his life in 
very similar conditions: to those in 
which he began it, and the great 
events of the céntury in the outer 
world mean little to him, 

A life for our purnpose-muat have 
been lived in the kind of world 


have been brought into ‘relation 
with historic events or personages: 

The most wonderful. bridge—if it 
Were sound—would be the life of 
the Countesa of Desmond, who died 
in 1604 at the alleged age of 140. 
According’ to Sir Walter Raleigh. 
she was married in the reign of 
Edward IV., danced with Richard 
Crookback, saw: the whole Tudor 
Hine, and the succession of the 
Stuarts, and finally died through 
falling out of a cherry tree! 

It is a spirited tale, but history 
looks upon it with scepticism. At 
the most she is allowed 104 years, 
nd more probably only 95, Stil, 
it is a long span “between different 
worlds, 


From 745 to the Great War, 

But other instances can be found 
which are perfectly authentic, Let 
me sect down a few, beginning with 
my own family... I.had'a great- 
uncle who died just before-the War 
and, who, as a child In the Scottish 
Lowlands, had for his nurse an old 
woman who, as a little girl, remem- 
bered ‘being frightened by the 
Highlanders ‘marching south to 
Derby. : 

If my children are ever grand- 
parents they will be able to . say 
that they have spoken with a man 
whose nurse had sean Prince 
Charlie. ’ 

Another Stuart ink, Lady 
Louisa Stuart was a daughter of 
the Lord Bute who waé George IIL,'s 
Prime Minister, She was born in 
the year of Quiberon Bay, and she 
lived to see the Great Exhibition of 
1851. Her recollections, therefore, 
ranged from Lady Sarah Lennox to 
Lady -Palmerston, from Richard- 
son on Thackeray, from the age of 
Pope to the age of Tennyson, 

But’ there js a still more -re- 
markable link. Her great-uncle as 
a young man had as his tutor an 
old priest who had been at the 
execution of Charles 1, There are 
neople still. alive who . remember 
Lady Louisa. Between them and 
that snowy winter’ afternoon in 
Whitehall there are only three 
lives, 


Three Generations: 200 Years.

us remember. died in the early 
years of the Great War. He was a 
distinguished traveller and writer 
and a student of philosophy.’ He 
was born in 1827 a younger son of 
the famous Coke of Norfolk, the 
great agriculturist. who afterwards 
became Earl of Leicester. 

Now, Coke of Norfolk: in his 
youth was an {intimate friond of 
Louise’ of Stolgerg.. the wife of 
Prince Charles Edward. There- 
fore children who’ niet Mr. Henry 
Coke in his later vears will beable 
to say that they have talked ton 
man whose. father was a friend of 
Priner: Charlie’s wife.

Captain Day was asked whe- 
ther he’ was engaged in many, 
more ‘such encounters during.the 
war. “Oh, yes,” he replied, “but 
T don't want you to say apything 
about those. This ‘Leopard’ fight 
was just a matter of the czew of 
the ‘Dundee’ against the crew of 
the ‘Leopard.’ I don’t come into 
it any more than that. Curious- 
ly enough, we picked up Lieut. 
Lawson's boat nearly three 
months later. It had been found 
by the ‘Bored,’ which: had taken 
it from the sea only thirty-six 
hours earlier, almost exactly * on! 
the spot. where the action was 
fought. There’ was: nothing in 
the boat except a full water-cask 
unbroached, which points to the 
theory that Lievt.

PRODUCTION CENSUS. 


SHIPBUILDING EXPANSION 
IN 1924, 


Further preliminary reports of 
the third Census~ of Production, 
1924, appear in the “Board of Trade 
Journal.” In the ship-building 
trades ships, boats, &c., whollly con- 
structed in shipbuilding yards in 
Great Britain in the year came ‘to 
the total selling value of £6,804,- 
000. New. construction work; done 
on vessels not wholly built in 1924 
worked out at a’-total. value of 
£27,769,000, while repair work done 
came to £16, 652,000. The gross 
total made up was thus £51;226,000, 
New constructional work on steam- 
ers and motor-ships of steel in 1924 
was valued at'£31,814,000, about 
one-sixth of which (£5,009,000), was 
in respect of vessels wholly ° built 
within that, year. The, gross _ton- 
nage of vessels launched’in Great 
Britain and Northern ‘Ireland in 
1924 was about 1,475,00 tons, in- 
cluding 115,000 tong built in North- 
ern Irish yards, The ships and 
boats exported in the year had an 

aggregate tonnage of 162,000 tons, 
or 11 per cent. of the recorded ton- 
nage of vessels launched. In 1907 
the vessels launched'in Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland had an agpregate 
gross tonnage of about 1,690;000 
tons, and the vessels ex 
ported were recorded 3 age 
yregating ' 576,000 | tons — gross, 
or 34. per cent. of the tonnage 
launched in the year. So -far as 
shipbuilding yards in Great Britain 
are concerned thé value of the work 
done on ships not wholly construct- 
ed in 1924 and of shiys wholly con- 
wstructed in 1924 was, £34,678,000, 
while the value of the new ships 
and boats (hulls and fittings, ma- 
chinery, and boilers) exported in 
1924 was £5,523,000,, The marine 
machinery constructed in works in 
Great Britain in 1924 was valued at 
£7,094,000, and the machinery ex- 
ported from the United Kingdom | 
represented nearly a quarter of this 
sum. The net imports of new ships 
and their machinery were valued at 
£102,000 in 1924 and £21,000 in 
“1907. ‘

RUGBY IN FRANCE. . 


' OVER 100,000 PLAYERS. 


France would rather beat Eng- 
land at Rugby than at any other 
game. 

While British help was largely 
responstble for the introduction of 
“Soccer” into France, Rugby owes 
its beginning to native initiative. It 
was first played in France in 1887 
—four years before “Soccer"  be- 
gan there. There was no efficient |! 
central organisation up to the time 


of the war, and it was not til] 1920|Ural Caspian . 


that the Federation Francais de 
Rugby was: formed and control of 
the game becnme independent of the 
Union des Societies de Sports Ath- 
letiques, which, till then, had gov- 
erned all sports in France, 

The new federation began with 
169:clubs. There are now 850, 
There are, of course, numerous 
clubs. not affiliated to the central 
organisation, and including school 
and Army players there are now 
over 100,000 Rugby.men in France, 
Many big clubs recruit their play- 
ers from the schools, and ‘it was 
largely due to sport-loving students 
that those two famous clubs, the 
Stade Francais and the Racing Club 
de France, were founded. |. 

Though. it began in Paris, Rugby: 
now has its-stronghold. in the South, 
In the province of Languedoc there 
are 95 League clubs. In the 
Pyrences there are. also 96. 
The Paris district has 67, The 
huge districts of Brittany and Nor- 
‘mandy, in the north, have only 14 
between them, The train journey 
from Paris tothe centre of Rugby 
activity in the South takes twelve 
hours, and this has'a big influence 
on some Inter-club matches, | 

A journey of this length has to be 
made several times by teams in the 
championship -‘of France. — This 
competition so absorbs the interest 
of players that it has been | ad- 
yanced as a cause of French weak- 
ness In international games. In 
France players certninly seem lesk 
willing or ‘able than in Britain to 
put ‘the Interests of the national 
team before those of their club. -, - 

While the popularity of the game 
increases, the standard of play re- 
maina. stationary. Inthe case’ of 
international games, the level of 
play is probably declining. The 
present season has been a very an- 
xfous one for the selectors, France
